I think this is a truism. I do not 


see how there can be any question 
about the provision thai Ihe less 
bonds we sell now and ihe more 
money we 'raise by taxes the better 
our credit will be and the easier it 
•will be to sell bonds -when we have 
got to call upon our credit for the 
money necessary to conduct 
the 


war. 


I do not think it is good financier- 


ing to levy small taxes and issue im- 
mense bonds until and unless we 
have lo. I do not claim to be an ex- 
pert in financiering. I am a mere 
la>man on that pro[xisition; but it 
seems lo me as plain :is day that 
we ought lo raise as much by taxes 
as we can consistent with Ihe pros- 
perity of business and the prosper- 
ity of the ixrople. We ought to go 
tothe limit, and we ouht to 
re- 


serve our credit until such a time 
as the conditions may make it nec- 
essary for us lo call upon that cre- 
dit. We ought to conserve our cre- 
dit now as much us |x>ssib!e for fu- 
ture use. 


If a farmer, instead of making a 


collection or getting money some 
other way, mortgages his farm, when 
the crisis comes he has not got any 
credit left to take care of his finan- 
cial situation. 
. I can not understand the logic of 
those who say we must not tax the 
people because we have got to have 
bonds. That means to say that we 
must not take the money for taxes 
in order that we may borrow it 
and put ourselves into debt. Those 
who make that argument seem 
to 


think that going into debt is a priv- 
ilege and a blessing which 
we 


should seek and welcome. It is not 
good logic; it is not good financier- 
ing. So I say, to start off, it seems 
to me thai we ought lo have as large 
a tax imposed as possible under the 
circumstances. 
Manufacturers in Serious Threat 
•Now, no one claims that this is 
taxing anyone to the limit. No claim 
is made that Ihe bill will do anything 
except that some say that it will 
discourage a man from continuing 
to manufacture. I listened with 
a* 


great deal of interest and admira- 
ton, as I always do, to the distin- 
guished Senator from Illinois (Mr. 
Lewis,) but he said something this! 
morning that I should dislike to be-' 
lieve. The Senator's argument 
was 


something to this effect, that 
the 


large manufacturing institutions in 
Chicago and in other portions of 
the United States if taxed too hirfi 
would quit manufacturing and go out 
of business. .Now, what does 
thai 


mean? That is a pretty heavy in- 
dictment to mate against the manu- 
facturers of Chicago and the Unit- 
ed States. It ir.euns that unless they 
net the price and unless they dic- 


j tale the conditions tinder 
which 


they will do work, unless they can 
dictate the taxes of this country, 
they will not go along; that they 
will quit. 


Xow, let us apply that sort of log- 


ic to the drafted man. We 
could 


rot impute such a thing lo a man 
who was drafted. Here is a man 
drafted, lie has got lo go to war. 
Suppose he said, *"Wdl, how much 
are you going to pay me for going 
to war"? "We are going to pay you 
-C300 a year," -Well, then, I will 
not fight; 1 will quit. Unless you

The Government •"liberty" thea- 


ters at the 16 National Army can- 
tonments are all completed, and a 
few performances have been given. 
The buildings, which are supervised 
by the War Department Commission 
on Training Camp Activities are 120 
feet wide and 179 feet long, made 
of pine boards, unpainted, but faced 
with heavy building paper, which 
makes the sides air-tight.

Holds in Vusconsin saved dur- 


ng the, months of October 
and 


S'ovember 286,300 pounds of meat, 
25,200 pounds of wheat, 96,100 
xmnds of sugar, as a result of their 
bservance of meatless and wheat- 
ess days. 


These figures are totaled from the 
eplies to questionnaires sent out 
y the State Council of Defense in- 


quiring of hotel keepers what their 
aving had been in the three food 
>roducts which the government is 
mating especial efforts to conserve. 
Of the 700 hotels in the stale 149 
lave up to the present lime sent in 
heir replies. Of this number 
CO 


were unable to give definite figures 
ust how much saving had been ef- 
fected by the conservation measures. 
>ut they were unanimous in report-1 
ng that a great saving had been ac- 
complished. 


Eighty-seven hotels reporting on 


meat saving showed 
an 
average 


economy per month of 409 pounds. 
The average monthly saving 
in 


wheat was 176 pounds, and in sug- 
ar 133 pounds. These averages mul- 
tiplied by the total number of ho- 
tels in the slate give the figures quo- 
ted above. 


On the basis of a monthly saving 


the results show 143,150 pounds of 
meat, 61,600 pounds of wheat, and 
46,550 pounds of sugar.

FEEDING THE DAIRY CALVES 


First Aim l« to Cut Down Whole-Milk 


Period—Remits of Tett* at North 


Dakota Station. 


In feeding the dairy calf, the aim Is 


to cut down the "period of whole-milk 


j feeding. At the Xorth Dakota experi- 


ment station, two lots of four calves 
each were fed as follows: Whole milk 
first three weeks, both lots. 
From 


then oa lot A was fed one-half whole J 
milk and one-half cklm milk till six 
months old. Lot B, after three weeks 
old. fed *klm milk with flaxsecd; Just 
enough fiai was added to supply as 
much fat as was Riven the calves In 
lot A In their whole milk. Each calf 
was given two gallons of milk a day. 


The whole-milk calves made the best 


pains the first three morrths, but dur- 


mllk calves nearly caught up, the four 
lacking but 15 pounds of weighing as 
much as the whole-milk calves. Sev- 
eral expert cattlemen who examined 
the two lots pronounced the calves 
in lot B In as thrifty a condition as 
those In lot A.' The savins In using 
skim rollk ar.d flax. In place of the 
whole tollk amounted to $19 per calf 
for the six-month period. The grain 
anJ hay cost the same for both lots.

If she has been fed with high protein 
feeds a change of radon will rest and 
cool the digestive system. 


As calving tine draws near, a lax- 


ative feed, such as ollmeal In Email 
quantities, loosens the bowels and less- 
ens the danger of caked udJer or milk 
fever at Urne of calving. Along with 
these concentrates eight to ten pounds 
cf clean hay or corn stover will give 
sufficient roughage to keep the grain 
from massing In the stomach, and 
make digestion easy.

Receive the First Milk. 


DRYING UP A COW DIFFICULT 


Milking Habit In Some Is So Strongly 


Developed They Give Milk Up 


to Calving Time. 


(By W. a. CUNNINGHAM. Assistant 
Admit Hofbandicaa.

Many tines certain cows are very 


difficult to dry up. The milking habll 
is so strongly developed that they tend 
to give a large quantity of milk right 
up to calving time. The proper way to 
dry up most cows Is to cut oft all grain 
In the ration and milk only once a day 
for a few days. Then lengthen the 
periods between mllklngs by milking 
only once In two or three days unti 
the secretion of milk Is nearly stopped 
In very persistent cases the feed sup 
ply may have to be cut down mor 
severely. However, there Is little dan 
per of Injuring the odder If reasonabl 
attention Is given.
